President Taft told the members of the

will be time to look around and see if 
some plan has been devised for the uni- 
versal means of reducing armaments.”

Sister of Gen. George A. Custer Suc- 
cumbs to Cancer of the Stomach. 


Mrs. Margaret Custer Calhoun Maug- 
ham, wife of John H. Maugham, Vice 
President of the Ferguson Construction 
Company and sister of Gen. George A. 
Custer, U. S. A., who was killed at the 
battle of the Little Big Horn in 1876, died 
at the Hotel Glendenning, 202 West 103d 
Street, yesterday afternoon, of cancer of 
the stomach, under the care of Christian 
Science healers, who had been treating 
her for about a year, at first with her 
husband's gonsent, and later despite his 
disapproval. 

Mrs. Maugham’s first husband, Lieut. 
James Calhoun, lost his life in the same 
battle in which Gen, Custer died, as did 
also her two other brothers, Lieut. Boston 
Custer and Capt. Thomas Custer, and a 
nephew, Outie Reed. She married Mr. 
Maugham at Onteora, N. Y., in 1904, and 
they came to this city about two years 
ago. 

Shortly after her marriage to Mr. Maug- 
ham a cancer developed in her stomach, 
and the advice of various physicians and 
cancer specialists was sought. All ad- 
vised an gperation as the only means of 
relief. But Mrs. Maugham refused. Aout 
a year ago she turned to Christian Sci- 
ence. Under its ministrations her spirits 
improved considerably, though at times 
she still suffered great pain. 

Mrs. Maugham’s niece, Mrs. May Custer 
Elmer of 200 Dyckman Street, said last 
night that she had repeatedly tried to 
visit her aunt’s room, but had been barred 
by the healers on each occasion. Sev- 
eral times, she said, even the husband 
had been barred from her room.

And then they come over 
here with that hope and a conspiracy is 
entered upon by some of our people to 
deprive them of these rights, and crimes 
are commiited against them, and their 
representative in Washington comes to 
the State Department and says: 

‘* ‘Here are our citizens and our subjects 
who have come here under the protection 
of the treaty which you mad, saying that 
they should enjoy all these rights, and 
they have been deprived by violence of 
these rights. Now we ask you to fulfill 
that promise to prosecute the man who 
have been engaged in this violation of the 
rights of the people we represent, as you 
promised to do.’ 

‘And we say: ‘ Well, we are very sorry. 
it is true we entered into that promise. 
and we intended to have it kept, and 
therefore we will write a note to the Gov- 
ernor of the State and express the hope 
that his District Attorneys will institute 
prosecutions before the Grand Juries of 
tne State and see-that justice is done.’

LEWISTON, Me., March 22.—‘' We were 
out of town by a mob of men 
representing the business and manufact- 
was the version of Pres- 
ident John H. Malin of the International 
Pulp, Sulphite, and Paper Mill Workers 
of his unexpected departure from .tum- 
ford Falls early to-day. With Malin was 
George Schneider, Vice President of the 
Paper Makers’ Union. 

President Malin declared that they were 
taken into a room in their hotel by fif- 
teen men and were not allowed to com- 
municate with their friends, the officials, 
or the clergy. = 
“This is the first time in Maine an act 
of this kind has happened,” he gaid, ‘‘and 
the outcome will be interesting. To pre- 
vent acts of violence we decided to act 
in accordance with the demands and 
threats of the mob. It was made plain 
to us that we were not wanted in the 
town. We were taken across country 
eighteen miles to Bryant’s Pond and left 
in the railroad station to await the morn- 
ing train.” 

The paper mill employes in Rumford 
Falls are unorganized, and have made 
no move toward a strike, it is reported 
here. 


RUMFORD FALLS, Me., March

Action Taken to Mark Roosevelt’s Re- 
turn to Active Politics—To Desert 
Taft or Former Lieutenants?

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Gifford Pin- 
chot, whom President Taft deposed as 
Chief Forester, is now in midocean on the 
steamer. President Grant, on his way to 
confer with ex-President Roosevelt, ac- 
cording to a circumstantial report that 
bas been circulating undisputed all over 
Washington to-day. 

Mr. Pinchot, who has been closely fol- 
lowing the hearings before the joint com- 
mittee investigating the clash between 
him and Secretary of the Interior Ballin- 
eer, left Washington on Friday, and the 
next day sailed from New York. He is 
due at Hamburg on Monday, and will £0 
to Copenhagen to see his sister, Lady 
Jchnston, wife of the British Minister to 
Denmark. But the real purpose of his

time it seemed likely that Mr. Garfield | 
be selected, so that Mr. Pinchot | 
could remain on the ground here to carry 
on the fight against Secretary Ballinger. 
But lately Mr. Garfield has become more 
or less entangled in State politics in Ohio, 
while the Pinchot-Ballinger hearings are 
understood to have pretty well run their 
cuurse—at least as far as important wit- 
nesses are concerned, with the single ex- 
ception of Mr. Ballinger himself. 

The matter was in this undecided state 
a short time ago, when the letters were 
written by Mr, Garfield and Mr. Pinchot 
setting forth their side of the struggle 
and commenting freely on the Taft Ad- 
ministration, as opposed to the Roosevelt 
policies. These letters are thought to 
have been found by the President a few 
days ago, when he reached Khartoum. 
Their importance at that time was in- 
creased by the fact that with them came 
a letter from Senator Root reviewing at 
great length the first year of the present 
Administration and defending it {n full. 

It is believed here that Mr. Roosevelt 
himself finally decided that {t should be 
Mr. Pinchet who would tell him the facts 
as seen by the insurgents. In the last 
Administration no one was closer per- 
sonally to President @Roosevelt than his 
chief foreste’. Mr. Pinchot was a mem- 
ber of the Tennis Cabinet, and on matters 
of general policy he was in frequent con- 
Sultation with the President. On the 
of conservation the two worked 
hand in hand.

Means Roosevelt's Return to Active 
Politics. 

What will be the effect of a conference 
between Mr. Roosevelt and his old Heu- 
tenant on the eve of the hunter's return 
to this country can only be conjectured. 
Even their exact meeting place {s not 
known, though Naples has been suggest- 
e] as the probable selection. Mr. Pinchot 
will go direct to Copenhagen, and then 
leave for Southern Europe. 

Mr. Roosévelt’s own opinion so far has 
generally been considered favorable in 
regard to the behavior of Mr. Taft in the 
offtee of President. It has already been 
announced in these dispatches that many 
letters have been received here by friend: 
of the ex-President in high official posi- 
tions indorsing Mr. Taft's action, begin- 
ning with the tariff struggle. Since then, 
however, Mr. Roosevelt has had a num- 
ber of reports direct from Washington, 
and it may be that what he has heard 
has made him qualify his original beliefs. 

What seems to be the most likely out- 
come of the pending visit of Mr. Pinchot 
to Europe is that Mr, Roosevelt will again 
be found taking an active part In politics. 
It seems almost incredible that after a 
personal meeting with Mr. Pinchot he can 
much Jonger continue his expressions of 
confidence in the present Administration 
without at the same time administering 
a sharp rebuke to his former Heutenants 
who have already broken with Mr. Taft. 


Factions Now Wide Apart. 


How sharp and wide that line of cleav- 
age is becoming is indicated to-day ina 
report published here that Mr. Garfield 
has refused the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion of his party in Ohio on the ground 
that he is out of sympathy with the Taft 
Administration. It is also said that he 
will boldly attack the President in a 
speech shortly'‘to be delivered béfore the 
Tippecanoe Club at Cleveland, Ohio. That 
will put him entirely out of the breast- 
works, and as he was himself a member 
of the Roosevelt Cabinet, it will still fur- 
ther accentuate the need of Mr. Roose- 
velt declaring his own position. 

It is evident that the Administration iIn- 
tends no let-up in its fight on Mr. Pinchot. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson to-day 
sent to the Senate, in response to a reso- 
lution of inquiry, a report declaring that 
the payment of Mr. Pinchot’s foresters 
who attended forestry courses at colleges 
was illegal, and announcing that action 
would soon be begun against the foresters 
involved to recover the money. 

The sum at issue is ony $9,566, most of 
which was in the form of salaries during 
the time the men attended lectures. There 
were 202 foresters in all who took the 
courses, and they were distributed be- 
tween the University of Montan the 
University of Colorado, the University of 
Washington, and the Agricultural College 
of Utah. 

Secretary Shipp of the National Conser- 
vation Association to-day issued the fol- 
lowing formal statement:

A Warning ‘to Republicans. 


Mr. Foss, in a statement to-night, de- 
clared the result of the election showed 
‘‘a demand by the people that the Repub- 
lican Party fulfill its pledges for an 
honest reduction of the tariff. It is a 
demand for the immediate repeal of Sec- 
tion 2 of the Payne-Aldrich act, which 
substitutes retaliation for reciprocity and 
threatens commercial warfare with our 
best customers.” 

The defeated candidate, 
Buchanan, said: 

“Tf the result will serve to convince the 
Republican leaders at Washington that 
something must be speedily accomplished 
in the way of lowering the cost of living 
I shall feel that my defeat has not been 
without value.” 

A feature of the return was the un- 
precedentedly early hour at which the 
first election districts were heard from. 
The town of Norwell, the first to send 
its vote, closed its polls at 11 A. M. and 
annnounced the result half an hour later. 

Congressman-elect Foss is a prominent 
manufacturer, banker, and capitalist of 
Boston. He had been twice defeated for 
Congress in the Eleventh District, when 
he ran as a Republican. He expects to 
take a prominent part in the State cam- 
paign next Fall.

At the request 
of Senator Gallinger, who introduced the 
bill in the first place, the measure was 
taken from its ordinary place on the cal- 
endar and placed under Rule 9, whence, 
failing unanimous consent, it can betaken 
only by a vote of the Senate. 

In its ordinary place on the calendar 
the bill would naturally have been con- 
sidered when it was reached this morn- 
ing. But on the calendar measures all 
discussion is limited by the five-minute 
rule, which Mr. Gallinger thought too lit- 
tle. to satisfy Senators who wished to op- 
pose the bill. He therefore preferred the 
request, coupling it, however, with the 
announcement that he intended to call it 
up at an early date, and hoped for its 
speedy passage. 

Senator Heyburn is so far the only Sen- 
ator certain to attack the bill.

Hotch- 
kiss remarked in connection with an- 
nouncing the further date for Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s testimony that the witness had 
recalled one more at least of the up-State 
Republican politicians to whom he paid 
$5,000 from the $18,311 in his possession. 
The examiners of the State insurance de- 
partments have turned up some checks_ 
and letters in Mr, Kennedy’s office which 
it is hoped will still further improve his 
memory before his next appearance on 
the stand. 

But all the testimony yesterday did not 
deal with matters of ten or more years 
ago. From Chatham, N. Y., Supt. Hotch- 
kiss had subpoenaed Cornelius Schofeld, 
who was Deputy Clerk of the Senate in 
the last session, and had been Clerk of 
the Senate Committee on Insurance. Scho- 
feld was a protégé of Lou Payn, at one 
time Insurance Commissioner. Schofeld’s 
mother had the agency down to 1906 for 
a number of fire insurance companies, 
which Schofeld represented in the field. 

He is, so far as is known, the most in- 
expensive representative ever retained by 
the companies in the course of their 
operations at Albany. Yesterday’s testi- 
mony brought out some interesting let- 
ters between Schofeld, Payn, and Presi- 
dent Sheldon of the Phenix Fire Company. 

One of these letters contains a phrase 
which those wh» know Gov. Hughes be- 
lieve he will have framed as a souvenir 
of his Albany career. The letter is from 
Mr. Sheldon to Schofeld, under date of 
Oct. 20, 1908.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 22.—Neither

Visit to Tombs of Kings. 

Immediately after breakfast. this 
morning the Roosevelt party left the 
hotel and crossed the Nile to Felucca, | 
where horses were provided. Kermit | 
was dressed in riding clothes, and Col. | 
Roosevelt wore Khaki. Carriages were | 
used by his wife and daughter, and Mr. 
Iddings and Mr. Abbott. Mounting 
spirited Arabs and accompanied by 
Arthur E. P. Weigall, Inspector General 
of Upper Egypt for the Department of 
Antiquities, Col. Roosevelt cantered 
down the tortuous narrow desert val- 
ley, followed closely by the carriages, 
to the Tombs of the Kings, which are 
3,000 years old. 

The party first entered the monument 
to Sethos J., the most beautiful of the 
Biban el-Meluk tombs. The caverns in 
the rocky hills reached back into léng 
corridors lighted by fitful candles and 
occasionally by electricity, recalling the 
descent into mines. Miss Ethel Roose- 
velt dropped out of the party at one 
place with Chief Weigall, whe explained 
at length some inscriptions. 

At the tomb of Am Jenophis the party 
was led through the darkness by a rail- 
ing. Suddenly the light was turned on, 
and they looked at a crypt containing a 
mummy-shaped coffin, with the black- 
ened remains of the’ King, with his 
arms folded, which reminded the party 
of Napoleon. This is the most dra- 
matic sight in connection with the an- 
tique monuments of Egypt. The party 
was then taken to another tomb, where 
Harold Jones, the English artist, was 
painting on canvas the beautiful fres- 
coes. Mr. Weigall then showed the 
tomb of Horemheb, which was discov- 
ered two years ago, and is not opened | 
to the public. 

The party then proceeded to the al- 
most inaccessible bungalow of Theodore 
M, Davis, the Newport antiquarian au- 
thority, who recently discovered a new 
tomb.

-er.d. To-day counsel for Senator Jotham 
P. Allds of Chenangé, whom his col- 
league, Senator Benn Conger of Tomp- 
kins, accused of having demanded and 
accepted a bribe of $1,000 in 1901, made 
the final plea for their client. To-morrow 
Augustus A, Van Wyck of Brooklyn and 
James W. Osborne of New York will 
sum up for the prosecution. By to- 
morrow evening the case will rest with 
the Senate jury, which will return its 
vercict a week from to-day. 

In the summing up for Senator Allds 
to-day both Lewis E. Carr of this city 
and Martin W. Littleton of New York 
took part. Both the accuser and the 
accused were in attendance all day. 
Senator Conger, who was compelled to 
bear the brunt of mucn angry denuncia- 
tion by both the lawyers for the man 
he Las accused, sat far back in the Sen- 
ate Chamber. His. wife, a middle-aged 
woman in black, was by his side through- 
out the trying day. The Senate galleries 
and the space reserved for visitors on the 
floor were crowded with spectators. 


Littleton Chides 


The flow of eloquence of Mr. Littleton 
in the afternoon came near getting him 
initio trouble with Mr. Osborne, of counsel 
for Conger. Mr. Littleton had been dis- 
cussing the stubs and checks which have 
figured in the trial and he brought fcr- 
ward the readiness with which his client 
had put in his bank accounts for inspec- 
tion, at the same time censuring the op- 
position for questioning the source of the 
cash deposits made by Mr. Allds, about 
which his memory was so bad. 

‘‘ Shades of Molineux and Patrick,” said 
Mr. Littleton. ‘“‘ Why should you deposit 
any money in-the bank, Mr. Allds? Why 
should you deposit any money, Mr. Os- 
borne? You were District Attorney for 
sixteen years In New York. Will you let 
me look at your bank account for the six- 
teen years and see the money deposited 
by you during that time and iet me cross- 
examine you. Where did you get the 
money when all these big cases were 
going on in the District Attorney’s of- 
fice? ’’ 

“You dont mean to imply that I got 
any outside of my salary?’’ broke in Mr. 
Osborne, rather hotly. 

No, I don’t mean that, you know I 
don’t,” said Mr. Littleton. ‘‘ Mr. Osborne 
knows, or he ought to know, unless he is 
irritated, that I did not mean to make an 
imputation against him when he was 
District Attorney. If he were serving the 
State to-day under his oath, I would re- 
spect him vastly more than I do when he 
is serving without an oath as private 
prosecutor representing the corrupt bridge 
companies in this State."’ 

Mr. Osborne said nothing In reply. Mr. 
Van Wyck, who is his father-in-law, 
' whispered to him: 

‘‘T wouldn't shake hands with that man 
| again until he apologizes.”’ 


Carr's Plea for Allds,. 

Mr. Carr began his closing speech for 
Senator Allds after about half an hour 
of the hearing this morning had been de- 
voted to the clearing up of minor matters, 
including the placing in evidence of a let- 
ter by Mr. Osborne which showed that the 
Acme Road Machinery Company, in 
which Senator Allds was interested,

been in a pool agreement with its com- 
petiters exactly ke the Cleveland 
agreement which was brought In early 
in the hearing by counsel for Senator 
Allds to show that the Conger bridge 
concerns were in league to swindle the 
small municipalities with which they did 
their prip*tpal business. 

‘IT read in the newspapers,” said Mr. 
Carr, ‘“‘that there must be no white- 
washing here. Whatever the term may 
mean, it certainly does not mean some- 
thing that deals with a fair and just de- 
termination of this case upon the facts. 
I read in the newspapers also that there 
must be a housecleaning here, and what- 
ever that may mean, it does not mean 
that you are to be goverened simply by 
the evidence. 

‘‘T see in the newspapers that there is 
grave danger that a political party may 
not be able to meet the coming campaign 
unless rigor is exercised here, and some 
victim thrown overboard in order to make 
it plain that that political party has re- 
formed and can be trusted in the future, 

‘‘T know not who makes these sugges- 
tions, but they have been made. I care 
not from whom they come, whether high 
or low, from men in official place or in 
private life. It is a grave wrong and a 
grave injustice, and if there is any idea 
or any fact or any thought that the deter- 
mination of this case can in that way be 
influenced, no words of flaming scorn that 
the human tongue can fashion will fitly 
describe the wickedness and horror of 
such a thing. 


Not a Political Case. 





‘‘This is not a matter of politics. This 
is not a matter of management of a pollti- 
cal party, but a question of human rights. 


The accused stands here at your bar with 
the same rights that any man stands at 
the bar of justice. He has the right 
to be fairly tried by an impartial jury, 
influenced by nothing save the evidence 
presented at the trial. 

‘‘T see in the papers that the voters will 
have something to say. What have the 
voters to do with the hearing and deter- 
mination of this case? You have heard 
the evidence, they have not. You are to 
exercise your judgment; they have no 
such duty to perform. It 1s a matter be- 
tween you and your consciences, not be- 
tween you and your constituents in the 
different districts of this 
State.’’ 


In taking up the evidence Mr. Carr 
pointed out that the charge in this case 
if proved would virtually establish @ con- 
spiracy between the defendant, Senator 
Conger, and ‘‘ Hi’’ Moe, that under the 
rules of evidence established the testi- 
‘mony of the two accomplices was not en- 
‘titled to belief unless corroborated. Here 
'Mr. Carr said there was no such corrobo- 
iration. Then Mr. Carr reviewed the his- 
|tory of the highway legislation, which 
-has figured in the charges, and the share 
‘of Senator Allds in it. 

' Senator Allds, said Mr. Carr, had done

Puts Blame on Platt. 


“tere is a letter from the leader of 


the Republican Party, which. virtually 
amounts to a command,” said Mr. Carr. 
“Some criticism is made or suggested 
upon the fact that Mr. Allds recognized the 
request. The suggestion is made that we 
make a mistake when we undertake to 
gauge men and measures by what men 
did years ago by the yardstick_and rule 
we use at the present time. We must 
get back into the position they occupied, 
breathe the atmosphere they breathed 
and deal with the situation ag it was a 
that time.’’ 

“Mr. Allds came into the Assembly in 
1896. He was comparatively young and 
ambitious, as young men have a right to 
be. He was faithful in the discharge of 
his duties. He hoped to make his wer in 
political life. He was the warm friend 
of Senator Platt, the acknowledged leader 
of the Republican Party in the State.

Nine Men Confess in Pittsburg 
Graft Inquiry—Enforced Resig- 
nations Decimating Councils. 





MAY~-BE SPECIAL ELECTIONS 





No New Indictments After'Long Grand 
Jury Hearlng—Brand and Was- 
son May Talk Now. 





PITTSBURG, Penn., March 22.—Nine 
more ex-members of Councils appeared 
before the District Attorney to-day and 
confessed guilt In having accepted money 
for their votes while members of the 
municipal bodies. They hurried before 
Judge R. 8. Frazer, where they received 
their immunity bath in the way of sus- 
pended sentence, 

With the adjournment of the ‘ confes- 
sional court” the announcbement was 
made that those who should confess 
within the next twenty-four hours would 
receive immunity from prosecution also, 
although it had been announced previous- 
ly that to-day would be the last for con- 
fessions. 

The remarkable feature of to-day’s pro- 
ceedings was the appearance of men who 
pleaded no defense to charges which they 
themselves had to bring. Five of the men 
who for the benefit of suspended sen- 
tences in the morning had not been in- 
dicted, but appeared voluntarily and 
stated their own cases to the Assistant 
District Attorney and Judge Frazer. No 
stories of large sums of money were re- 
lated to-day, the men who appeared con- 
fessing to the acceptance-of from $150 to 
$250 for their votes. 

No New Indictments, 


As rapidly as possible the men who had 
confessed were taken before the Grand 
Jury, and it was rumored that indict- 
ments would result involving men 
“higher up’® who as yet have not been 
mentioned in the graft cases. When the 
Grand Jury adjourned just before 5 
o'clock, however, it had returned no 
indictments, although it had. listened 
for hours to developments in the bribery 


scandal. Men admitted having sold their 
honor for from $50 upward.

Twenty men have confessed, thirty- 
seven have been indicted but have not 
yet confessed, and sixteen have been im- 
plicated but have not yet been indicted. 
It was said at tne istrict Attorney’s 
office that before the Grand Jury is dis- 
missed fully 100 persons will be implicat- 
ed. These will include not only the pres- 
ent and former members of the Council- 
manic bodies but the men who supplied 
the money to do the bribing, 

Yesterday and to-day Klein, still in the 
District Attorney's office, worked the tei- 
ephone overtime trying to get ex-Prest- 
dent of Common Council William Brand 
to come forward and tell his story. Brand 
was to have gone to the penitentiary, but 
his Mearoeration was eferred because 
of the illness of a daughter and partly in 
the hope that he would confess.

is admitted on all sides that prices now 


range at a higher level than has ever 
been known since the civil war, and that 
fthe top price has not as yet been reached. 

It is thought by the retai] dealers that 
there is a real shortage in live stock in 
the country and that at the present 
time everything is tending to aggravate 
this. The Chicago trade publications 
speak freely of ‘‘ famine prices’’ in re- 
ferring to the stock yard quotations, and 
it is said that there is not likely to be 
any relief till the Spring lamb comes on 
the market in June and the grass-fed cat- 
tle of Texas are killed a little later.

These prices vary with every district 
of the city and with the class of trade, 
but there has been a general increase 
and the retailers protest that they are 
only now passing on to the consumer the 
higher prices, the brunt of which they 
have been bearing without increase to 
the consumer for several weeks.

In other vears when beef 
Was up lamb might be down, and so on, 
and {t was possible for the ordinary con- 
sumer or the restaurant keeper to regu- 
late the expenditure by watching the 
market. Now it makes little difference 
what is ordered, a higher expenditure is 
needed. Yesterday, at wholesale, beef was 
quoted at from 1. to 12 cents, an in- 
crease of 1% cents over last week; lamb 
at from 18 to 20 cents, an increase of 2 
cents; pork was steady at from 14 to 15 
cents, but smoked meats were from 1S 
to 20 cents a pound instead of from 17 
to IS.

One reason given for the short supply 
of cattle in Chicago was the agitation of 
a meat boycott. The Western farmer has 
prospered greatly of recent years. He is 
no lenger dependent on the local banks 
for borrowed capital, and he is well 
enough off to speculate in his herds. He 
is deliberately holding off at present, it 
is declared bv large dealers in this city. 
from sending his cattle to the stock 
Vards, anticipating a still further ad- 
vance. This mav result in a glut of cat- 
tie on the ranches and a consequent fall 
im prices when the farmers are forced to 
realize, or it may end in a temporary 
reduction in the number of head bre 
and a continuation of the high level ¢ 
meat prices. 

The extraordinarily high quotations for 
hogs are traced directly to the conditions 
of 1908. In the first three months of that 
vear 25 per cent. more animals were 
Glaughtered than in the corresponding 
period of the vear before. Then followed 
a drought and a large increase in the 
price of corn, which resulted in another 
Jarge movement to the slaughtering 
houses. Consequently a serious inroad 
was made on the droves of the country. 
The production of pork has fallen off, 
and it will be some time before the found- 
ation of the supply of the country can be 
built un again. 

Tn this cosmopolitan city market prices 
continually show anomalies arising from 
he custom of different sections of the 
population. This week the apnroach of 
the Feast of Esther has diminished 
the price of chucks, and of Easter has 
sent up the price of smoked meats. “he 
east side Jews are treating themselves 
to chicken and veal instead of beef for 
their festival,.and the Christians are acd- 
jing more hains and other smoked meats 
to their menus.

In a letter 
accompanying the agreement Pridweill 
Fays: fhe ones -:n Marlin have signed, 
and I shall secure the others, who are in 
Waco, later on. I hope you are guccess- 
ful, and I for one am with you. Am off 
the meat now, and haven’t eaten any for 
& week, ever since I sent the slips.” 

The league has been carrying on its 
War since Jan. 31, and it says that to 
cate nearly 809,000 persons have signed 
thie pledge, while 275 butchers’ shops in 
New York have been forcéd to close. 
Charles ©. Wilhelm, Chairman, said last 
night that the leavue would not give up 
the fight until prices became normal 
that is, return to their level of November 
and December last.

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NEW DOOR TO GRAFT 


Unless Mayor Vetoes One Adopt- 
ed by the Aldermen, No Flag 
Can Fly Without a Permit. 








INTRODUCED BY DOWLING 





Under It Hotels Can’t Display the Em- 
blem of Visiting Guests Without 
Paying a License Fee. 





The Aldermen at their weekly session 
yesterday afternoon passed an ordinance 
providing for licenses for permission to 
erect signs, signmboards, awnings, and 


marquises, and even the hanging of flags: 


out of windows in the city. The requests 
for this permission must, under the ordi- 
mance, be submitted by the Alderman rep- 
resenting the district concerned, and the 
licenses are to be issued by the City Clerk. 

The ordinance was passed only after 
strong objection from the Republican side 
‘of the house. It was declared that the 
measure was unconstitutional, paternal, 
and subversive of the ordinary rights of 
private property. It was also pointed out 
that certain of its provisions would open 
an avenue for extortion. 

Alderman Dowling, the Tammany leader 
of the board, introduced the ordinance. 
It declares that licenses must be obtained 
in the future for ‘‘the erection of any 
sign, (other than electric,) sign post, awn- 
ing, or marquise, awning post, horse 
trough, storm door, banner, placard, or 
flag in or across any street or thorough- 
fare of the city.” 

The application must come from the 
the district concerned and 
& penalty of a fine running from $2 to 
$10 is imposed for the “erection of the 
Bame ’’ without due license from the City 
Clerk. 

The ordinance then goes on to fix a 
license fee of S2 for ‘‘ the erection of a 
sign, show bill, or show board.”’ 

The next clause is the most 
‘in the document. It 
\that fof a license fee of $5 ‘“‘ awnings or 
‘marquises of tin or other light metal or 
of iron or eglass * be erected and main- 
tained across the sidewalks of any of the 
streets of the city, except Broadway, 
Fifth Avenue, Madison Avenue, and those 
parts of Lexington Avenue distant 200 
feet from any intersecting cross street on 
which surface cars are operated in Man- 
hattan, provided awning shall not 
second floor of the 
building, the ground floor to be considered 
the first, but in no case shall the cover- 
ing be of wood.”’ 

The ordinance also provides that ‘‘ drop 
awnings’ shall not exceed the stoop line 
in length or extend more than 6 feet out- 
ward from the building line and shall be 
8 feet in the clear above the sidewalk.” 
The license are fixed in this way: 
Awnings. $5; horse trough, $5; storm door, 
$5; banner, placard, or flag, $1. 

The measure then goes on to declare 
that *“‘for a period of thirty days, trans- 
parencies may put On public lamp 
posts, not to exceed six in number, by 
churches, and educationa:, charitable, or 
beneficial institutions’’ by the payment 
of a license fee of $1. 

A fee or $1 is also to be charged for 
the display of any flag other than ‘the 
National or State colors.” 

The latter clauses were attacked most 
emphatically by the men_ who spoke 
against the ordinance. . Alderman Nicoll 
declared that the last clause would be 
an imposition upon the Hotel Astor in his 
district and other hotels throughout the 
city, which are in the habit of displaying 
the flag of the country of any distin- 
guished guest at the hotel. He also point- 
ed out that it would be a great incon- 
venience to citizens of foreign birth, who 
celebrate their native national and reli- 
gious holidays. 

Alderman Johnson, the Republican 
leader of the board, objected to the meas- 
ure on the ground that its enforcement 
would be unfair to the many grocers and 
produce dealers of the city in placing 
placards on their “daily specialties.”’ 

Despite these objections the ordinance 
Was passed by a vote of 42 to 16. At 
present no fee is charged by the city for 
these privileges, the simple permission of 
the Aldermun and the approval] of the 
Mayor being all that is necessary. 

It is generally believed that the Mayor 
will veto the ordinance, he having turned 
down many applications for permits to 
erect signs and conduct advertising wag- 
ons since the first of the year. Several 
wetoes of this. nature were sent to the 
board by him yesterday. 

The board again refused the requested 
issue of $194,500 in special revenue bonds 
to cover the increase of $250 a year in 
salary voted by the old Board of Estimate 
last December. Aldermen Dowling and 
Johnson had their weekly wordy row over 
the question. It was finally put to a 
vote, and again failed to receive the nec- 
essary 60 votes. 

The request for $5,000 presented by 
Water Commissioner Thompson to pay 
for a ‘‘ yvacht’”’ for the use of the water- 
front patrol of his department was also 
voted down.

Payson Weston, the veteran ‘walker, tired 
and visibly affected by the extreme heat, 
arrived here from Topeka at 4:15 this 
afternoon. A vast assemblage of citizens 
and students from the University of Kan- 
sas welcomed the walker as he tottered 
to the Santa Fé Hotel, where refresh- 
ments had been prepared for him. He 
slept until 5:30, then proceeded to De 
Soto, where he will spend the night. 

This has been the hottest and also the 
most unfortunate day the walker ex-

perienced: on the trip since he left Los 
Angeles on Feb. 1. He arose this morn- 
ing at.5 o’clock sore and stiff from his 
sixty-three-mile hike of yesterday. He 
started from Topeka at 6 o'clock, walk- 
ing slower than usual. At 10:30 this morn- 
ing he took luncheon at a farmhouse near 
Lecompton, also sleeping there until 12 
o’clocK. It was his intention to stop 
somewhere between Lecompton and Lake- 
view at 11:30 and remain there until 1:30, 
thus avoiding the heat of the middle part 


of the day, but through a misunderstand- 
ing between Mr. Weston and his valet 
arrangements were made an hour earlier 
than planned. 

A mile west of Lecompton the walker 
fell to the trdck overcome by the heat. 
His attendants carried him to the shade 
of a tree near by. Mr. Weston was resus- 
citated by applying ice to his head. He 
rested thirty minutes and started again, 
but three miles east of Lecompton he 
was again overcome. His attendants ap- 
tre the ice, and, staggering and stum- 

ling, the gray-haired walker advanced 
slowly to Lawrence. 

Weston’s face, which is usually a bright 
red, was turned pallid. His pulse was 
abnormally high from the overexertion. 
His trousers were torn and his knees were 
bruised and er from the falls on 
the sharp rocks on the ballasted road. 

‘‘The heat is intense and it has affect- 
ed me more than last year in midsum- 
mer,’’ Mr. Weston said when he was re- 
covered sufficiently to talk after one of 
his falls. 

He left Lawrence’ much refreshed by 
the rest, but his legs were weak and 
wobbly. Mr. Weston expects to walk 
until 12 o’clock to-night. He was accom- 
panied from Lawrence on his way to 
Kansas City by Harry Kemp, the “ tramp 
poet’’ of Kansas University and a num- 
ber of newspaper men.

In- 
dependent or selective voting—the split 
vote—is also amply provided icr. There 
is not the slightest trouble made for 
any man who wishes to vote for any 
candidate, if he can read the name. 
There is, however, in the bill an at- 
tempt to provide for the illiterate voter 
who wishes to split his vote, which 
seems to us unnecessary, clumsy, and 
ineffective. Each emblem is accompa- 
nied by a letter, and under the name of 
each candidate are placed the letters 
accompanying the emblems of the par- 
ties by which he is indorsed. The the- 
ory seems to be that the voter is en- 
titled to see when he looks at a name 
exactly what parties have approved it.

Now that CUNNING- 
HAM and KEENAN, the

-pudently took it upon 
themselves to arrest 
saloon keepers for the poor reason that 
they were breaking the law, have been 
suspended until an adequate punishment 
for their crime can be thought up, it 
would be highly interesting if they were 
at once to go ahead and make some more 
arrests of the same dreadful kind. 

There is nothing in their present status 
to stop them from doing this if they are 
so inclined. To be sure, while their sus- 
pension lasts they are not policemen at 
all, but, contrary to the general impres- 
sion, while a policeman is under a great- 
er obligation than the ordinary citizen to 
enforce the law at the cost of time and 
risk, he has no greater powers or rights 
than anybody else in dealing with crimi- 
nals and misdemeanants. That he is 
usually stronger counts for much, of 
course, and his uniform is an assistance 
and a protection in many cases, as is the 
fact that resistance of an officer in the 
performance of his duty is itself a misde- 
meanor. But these are what may be 
called adventitious advantages, = and, 
though they are helps in the making of 
arrests, they are not essential qualifica- 
tions for it.

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The clergy with singular unanimity seem to 
oppose ‘‘ votes for women.’’ Why? I'm look- 
ing for a reason. At the Saturday luncheon 
of the Republican Club the Rev. Dr. Under- 
hill gave the usual argument against woman 
suffrage. 

First—He says we have not universal suffrage 
among men because “aliens, boys from 14 to 
21, and citizens without legal residence in 
their States have no vote.’’ Certainly not, and 
for reasons which his very classification ex- 
plains in itself. 

Second—Dr. Underhi!] says a man !s not en- 
titled to anything from his wife's property. If 
the reverend Sir will take the trouble to in- 
vestigate he will find that under the common 
law a husband its entitled to hig ‘‘right of 
courteey,’’ which corresponds to the widow's 
‘* right of dower.’’ 

Third—‘‘ He must support his wife and pay 
her bills.’’ Why not? In making her his wife 
he deprives her of a certain amount of liberty 
and igns to her certain duties. Surely ‘** the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.’’ 

Fourth—In quoting the Rev.

LORDS AGREE TO REFORMS. 


Strong Majority Declares All Peers 
Should Not Have Votes. 


LONDON, March 22.—The House of 
Lords to-day by a vote of 175 to 17 passed 
the third and last of.the resolutions in- 
troduced by Lord Rosebery in furtherance 
of his programme for the reformation of 
the Upper Chamber. 

The resolution declared that a necessary 
preliminary to the reform and recon- 
struction of the Chamber, as provided in 
the first and second resolutions already 
agreed to, was the acceptance of the prin- 
ciple that the possession of a peerage in 
jtself should no longer afford the right 
to sit and vote in the House of Lords. 

The debate revealed a strong feeling 
against the resolution, and Lord Lans- 
downe had to assure the members toward 
the close of the debate that it would in no 
way sacrifice the hereditary principle.

Meanwhile the price of the 4s 
declined a fraction, opening at 9914 and 
dropping off to 99%, with the last sale 
midway between these two prices. The 4% 
per cent. bonds sold at 1083, and 108%.

AIMED AT “CHAIN STORES” 





Surplus of $600,000, Accumulated 
Five Years, Will Be Distributed 
in New Stock.

A new co-operative drug trust, capital- 
{ized at $25,600,000, has been formed to 
make war on the two powerful corpora- 
ticns which now operate chains of cut- 
rate stores throughout the United States. 
The initial steps in the fight were taken 
yesterday when the stockholders of the 
American Druggists’ Syndicate voted to 
increase the capital stock from $200,000 
to $25,000,00, and filed incorporation pa- 
rers in Albany for a subsidiary company 
to be known as the American Drug 
Stores, 

The two chief rivals of the American 
Druggists’ Syndicate are Hegeman & Co. 
and the Riker Drug Stores. While the 
nominal capital of the American Drug 
Stores is only $1,000, it is understood that 
it will be financed by the American Drug- 
gists’ Syndicate, and will begin operations 
as soon as the details of incorporation 
are complete and officials are eletted. 

Whether the American Druggists’ Syn- 
dicate hopes to absorb the Hegeman and 
Riker corporations has not been made 
known, but it is not believed that such 
will be the case. 

The action by the syndicate’s stockhold- 
ers was taken at a meeting in Long Ils- 
and Ciiy. Five hundred of the 13,000 
stcckholders were present and most of 
the others sent proxies, to vote to in- 
crease the capitalization and form the 
subsidiary concern,- Since the American 
Druggists’ Syndicate was formed five 
years ago it has accumulated a surplus 
of $600,000. This will be disbursed in the 
form of additional capital. After the ac- 
tion of the stockholders is ratified by 
the Directors to-day in Providence, R. lL., 
there will be stock representing $23,700,- 
000 in the treasury, 

“Tre American Drug Stores nas been 
formed to fight the chain of cut-rate 
stores which have been growing so rapid- 
lv of late,’’ said C. H. Goddard. Secretary 


of the syndicate. ‘‘ When necessary the 
weapon we will use will be cut rates and 
the ‘purchase of a controlling interest in 
the competing concerns.”’ 

Mr. Goddard explained that the Amer- 
ican Druggists’ Syndicate manufactures a 
complete line of pharmaceutical goods at 
its large manufacturing plant in Long 
Island ‘City, and has fifteen distributing 
piunts. 

On the list of Directors appears the 
name of George Ramsey, General Man- 
ager of Hegeman & Co, Mr. Goddard said 
that Mr. Ramsey’s name as a Director 
is not significant, that he holds only ten 
shares, and is not in sympathy with the

POSSIBLE HOLIDAY A FACTOR 





Prospect of Three-Day Recess Restricts 
Business—City Bond Success Helps 
Sentiment—Exchange - Irregular. 





The various groups of professional trad- 
ers whose operations have controlled the 
course of the stock market for some days 
past appeared to find in the possibility 
of a three-day Stock Exchange holiday— 
the Governors meet to-day to vote upon a 
petition for such a recess—a good and suf- 
ficient reason for limiting commitments. 
As a result the volume of trading in yes- 
terday’s session was only slightly greater 
than on the preceding day, and outside 
of the general manifestation of strength 
the dealings were without feature. Ad- 
vances were scored by all issues at all 
active in the early part of the day, the 
common explanation for the movement 
being that all chance of a strike upon 
Western railroads had been removed ow- 
ing to the agreement of men and employers 
to submit the questions at issue to defi- 
nite arbitration. A factor in forming 
the cheerful sentiment which prevailed 
through this period of the session was also 
contained in the success of the city bond 
offering. True, the price obtained for the 
bonds on the average was somewhat,be- 
low that which had been fixed by Wall 
Street as the probable figure, but the 
difference was slight and was more than 
offset by the heavy oversubscription. 
Trading in the new issue was started 
very promptly with transactions reported 
at 101%, as against the average of 101.25, 
received by the city. Naturally enough, 
the older issues benefited by the recep- 
tion of the new offering, the 4s of 1959 in 
particular rising a full half point. To- 
ward the close of the day the moderate

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TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Record Bank Note Circulation. 

The. National banks have been taking 
out circulation in recent weeks at a rate 
which has established a new high record 
for outstanding circulation of the Na- 
tional banks. Last week there was an 
increase of more than $3,000,000, and since 
the beginning of the month a total of 
more than $5,300,000 has been added to the 
notes of the National banks. There is 
new a total of $715,385,000 of these notes 
out, or more than one-fifth of the coun- 
try’s entire stock of money. At the be- 
ginning of March, a year ago, there were 
cutstanding a little more than $678,000,000, 
so the present circulation figures show an 
increase of more than $37,000,000 within 
a year. Easy money prevailed throughout 
1909, but notwithstanding this fact the 
banks steadily increased their circulation, 
and now jt is again increasing, after a lull 
early in ths year.

Bank Rates Abroad. 


Interest was taken in the announcement 
brought by the day’s cables from Berlin 
that in the opinion of the officers of the 
German Imperial Bank there would be no 
need of advancing the bank’s rate, not- 
withstanding the recent advances in Eng- 
land, followed by advances in the rates at 
several of the lesser Continental centres. 
At yesterday’s meeting of the Directors 
of the German bank the Vice President 
pointed out that excharges at the mo- 
ment were favorable to Germany, and for 
this reason there seemed no ground for 


puttin gthe rate above the 4 per cent., at 
which it now stands. The German rate 
is not infrequently higher than the Bank 
of England’s rate, but they are now on a 
parity.

Expect Three-Day Holiday. 


Practically all tho active members of 
the Stock Exchange are putting their sig-. 
natures to the petition to the Governors 
to close the Exchange on Good Friday 
and Saturday, and the expectation is gen- 
erally entertained that the Governors will 
act favorably on it. They will hold their 
regular fortnightly meeting to-morrow, 
and unless something intervenes between 
this morning and to-morrow afternoon to 
disturb the dullness into which the mar- 
ket has fallen, it is thought that no ob- 
jection will be raised to closing the Ex- 
change from Thursday to Monday. In 
London there will be a holiday from 
Thursday to Tuesday, and this ts likely to 
be taken into consideration in deciding 
the question of closing the Exchange 
here. Friday and Saturday will be ob- 
served as holidays by the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange, the Coffee Exchange, and 
the Metal Exchange. The Produce Ex- 
change will be closed on Friday, but not 
on Saturday. Friday is a legal holiday 
in Pennsylvania, and the Philadelphia 
Exchange will, of course, be closed on 


that day and probably on Saturday as 
well. The Chicago Stock Exchange, it 
was reported fromi that city yesterday, 
will close for the two days, provided the 
New York Stock Exchange ‘does so.

A Sign of Market Dullness. 


Anaconda was traded in at 11 o'clock 
yesterday for the first time this week.

Estate Improvements.

Acquitted Revolutionist’s Daughter 
Writes to Friends of Russian Freedom. 


Joseph M. Price, Vice Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Friends of 
Russian Freedom, has received a letter 
from Miss Barbara Tchaykovsky, daugh- 
ter of Nicholas Tchaykovsky, recently 
acquitted of treason in Russia, thanking 
his friends for their aid ‘‘ in these anxious 
years.’’ Miss Tchaykovsky writes: 

“In the midst of this almost paralyzing 
gladness after this last Russian state 
trial, one’s thoughts turn instinctively to 





all who have helped in these last anxious 
years. There are times of gratitude and 


rejoicing when silence’ best resses 
one’s gratitude, and in the personal peace 
that has fallen upon our family caecle of 
relatives and friends I would fain give 
thanks in silence. 

‘But the world issues are as great as 
before. The swords cannot yet be 
sheathed, for there is much to be done. 
In our own gladness we cannot forget 
that human flesh is still writhing, human 
spirits are still being broken on the 
wheel. The kiss that Mme. Broshkowsky 
bestowed after the verdict upon The Daily 
News correspondent with the words, “I 
am so glad to speak English again and 
to see an Englishman,”’ is for me a sym- 
bol, a sign, a covenant, between the past 
and the future, between the martyr with 
the lines of wellnigh fifty years of suf- 
fering on her face, and the fire and en- 
thusiasm of a nation in her eves, and 
the manhood and womanhood of English- 
speaking races with their splendid oppor- 
tunities for education, for physical health, 
and moral strength. 

“Will the powers thet be appreciate 
the meaning of that kiss? Will they see 
in the liberation movement the salvation 
of their land be/ore it is too late? There 
is yet time to turn the sword into a plow- 
share, time to weld together the splendid 
young forces of the great Russian Em- 
pire, time to stanch her heart's blood.

bricklayers, numbering about 2,200 men, 
notified the master bricklayers that they 
were ready to return to work. The mas- 
ters will act on the matter to-morrow, and 
it is expected work will be resumed 
Thursday. 

To-day saw the beginning of a move- 
ment to form a State-wide labor party.
